Once-bare fields and fencerows throughout Missouri are richer 
and more productive, by more than eight million trees and more 
than a million multiflora rose plants, follow ing the Conservation 
Departm ent’s annual distribution of planting stock this year. 
) 
In addition to the trees and rose plants, the department s 
forestry division also distributed more than 6,600 wildlife bundles 
containing more than 9 0 0 ,0 0 0 seedlings for quail, other birds and 
for pond plantings. 
Most of the trees distributed went to private landowners in 
Missouri, who received and planted 3,815,292 seedlings in 1968, 
and federal and state lands received slightly more than three 
million trees. 
Of the trees that went to private landowners, most - - 1,255,020 
— were short leaf pine. Scotch pine, a favorite Christmas tree, was 
second m ost popular with 814,716 if them distributed. Other 
popular trees were loblolly pine, 3 6 /,0 6 0 ; white pine, 381,835, 
jack pine, 314,010; and black walnut, 309,250. 


Missouri taxpayers bought $119.920 worth of coyotes and 
$2,741 50 worth of bobcats last year, according to a study of the 
state’s predator bounty system by a Conservation Department 
b iologist 
Each year since 1962 the amount paid by counties and the state 
for bounties has risen steadily. Each year since 1962 the number of 
coyotes bountied has also risen steadily. 
In 1962. bounties on coyotes totalled $50,564. The coyote 
bounty index -- the number of animals bountied per 100 square 
miles in bounty - paying counties -- was 7.18 in 1962. Last year it 
was 17.90. 
Conservation officials have argued that the increase in coyotes 
in the face of increasing bounty paym ents proves bounties do not 
work. If the bounty system actually reduced the number of 
coyotes, they said, the coyote population would long ago have 
declined severely and predator damage to livestock would now be 
rare. 
Last year in Missouri. 104 counties offered bounties on coyotes 
and 34 offered bounties on bobcats. 
The 
Conservation 
Department has studied annual bounty 
statistics since 1963. The studied are now carried on by Frank W. 
Sampson under grants from the Federal Pittman-Robertson Fund 
o f receipts from excise taxes on sporting firearms and ammunition. 
It is one o f many kinds of studies supported by this fund. 
Bounties have been paid in Missouri every year since 1825, and 
before statehood were paid by the territory starting in 1817. 
The study says: 
‘T h e presence o f bounties on coyotes and bobcats, the absence 
of bounties on red and gray foxes, harvests for sport, pelt sales and 
predator control seem to have had little influence on expected 
normally varying trends in the populations of these four species 
during the period o f investigation.” 
The factor that has made a measurable difference in predator 
damage 
is the Conservation 
D epartm ent’s extension predator 
control program. 
The program is baaed on the fact that eating habits of coyotes 
and other predators norm ally d o not include the m eat of domestic 
animals. When livestock is damaged, usually one animal in the 
neighborhood coyote population 
is to blame. Somehow, one 
coyote - “w olf” to som e Missourians - has developed a taate for 
lamb, veal or turkey. All the bounties in the world will not stop the

Missouri taxpayers bought $119,920 w orth of coyotes and 
52,741.50 w orth of bobcats last year, according to a study of the 
sta te 's predator b o unty system by a Conservation Department 
biologist. 
Each year since 1962 the am ount paid by counties and the state 
for bounties has risen steadily. Each year since 1962 the number of 
coyotes bountied has also risen steadily. 
In 1962. bounties on coyotes totalled $50,564. The coyote 
b o unty index -- the num ber of anim als bou n tied per 100 square 
miles in b o unty 
paying counties -- was 7.18 in 1962. Last year it 
was 17.90. 
Conservation officials have argued that the increase in coyotes 
in the face of increasing b o u n ty paym ents proves bounties do not 
w ork. 
If th e bounty system actually reduced the number of 
coyotes, they said, the coyote population w ould long ago have 
declined severely and predator dam age to livestock w ould now be 
rare. 
Last year in M issouri, 104 counties offered bounties on coyotes 
and 34 offered bounties on bobcats. 
The 
Conservation 
D epartm ent has studied annual bounty 
statistics since 1963. T he studied are now carried on by Frank W. 
Sam pson under grants from the Federal Pittm an-Robertson Fund 
o f receipts from excise taxes on sporting firearm s and am m unition. 
It is one o f m any kinds of studies supported by this fund. 
B ounties have been paid in Missouri every year since 1825, and 
before statehood were paid by th e territo ry starting in 1817. 
The study says: 
“The presence of b ounties on coyotes and bobcats, the absence 
of bounties on red and gray foxes, harvests for sport, pelt sales and 
predator control seem to have had little influence on expected 
norm ally varying trends in the p o p u latio n s of these four species 
during the period of investigation.” 
The factor that has m ade a m easurable difference in predator 
dam age 
is the C onservation 
D ep artm en t’s extension predator 
control program . 
The program is based on the fact th at eating habits of coyotes 
and other predators norm ally do not include the m eat o f dom estic 
anim als. When livestock is dam aged, usually one animal in the 
neighborhood coyote population 
is to blam e. Som ehow , one 
coyote - “ w olf” to som e M issourians 
has developed a taste for 
lam b, veal or turkey All the bounties in the w orld will not stop the 
damage if th e hunters miss the one villain th at is to blam e.
